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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-20 are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art of record does 
not teach or suggest the entire combination of elements of the roll-handling apparatus set forth 
including a roll-transfer surface comprising an extension element capable of transitioning from a 
retracted position to an extended position, the roll-transfer surface capable of receiving the 
remnant of the first roll from the dump cradle, and transferring the remnant to the extended 
position. None of the references of the prior art teach or suggest the handling of a remnant roll 
via a roll-transfer surface that extends from a retracted position to an extended position as 
advanced above and such do not provide the necessary motivation, absent applicant's 
specification, for modifying the roll-handling apparatus in the manner required by the claims.
